Tuesday, we expect to have in line
25,000 to 30,000 comrades, veterans of
the clvil war, and anticipate it will
be the last time the city of Boston
will have the honor of seeing so many
comrades all taking part in that great
spectacie.

On Tuesday evening there will be
held In Mechanics' building, a mon-
ster campfire, a unique feature of which
will be the trouping of the colors, a
spectacle which, in the language of
sur lamented Commander-in-Chief
Shaw of New York, was the grandest
sight his eyes had rested upon since
the war, The building is capable of
sccommodating (seating and standing)
10,000 comrades. With this vast con-
ecourse of people the colors will come
in, under a special guard, proceeding
through the hall, dividing and coun-
termarching upon the stage and will
serve as & back-ground to all that
transpires in the way of oratory and
addresses during the campfire,

Wednesday, the convention opens,
&t the close of which the entire delega-
tion from all parts of the United
States, together with invited guests,
will be [nvited to take cars at the
North Union station, and go to Wal-
tham, a short ride of 10 milles, and
witness one of the most falry spec-
tacles ever seen upon the water, which
B called a “river carnival,” gotten up
with such splendor as to design of
floats and Individual exhibits—all sur-
rounded by an electrical display that
will be enchanting—the imagination
ean hardly conceive the beauty of the
entertainment offered.

Thursday, August 18, the convention
will continue its gession, and at 1 p. m.
will be invited to take motor cars at
Bymphony hall, where the convention
will be held, for a ride through towns
of great historic interest. The pro-
eengion will diverge on the start, a part
going through the Newtons while the
other part will start through Cam-
bridge, Arlington and Lexington to
